GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


(a)  Staff. 

There  were  no  changes  in  staff  during  the  year. 

(b)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  facilities  are  available  at  the  West 
Cumberland  Hospital  as  well  as  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Cumberland  Infirmary,  Carlisle.  Analysis  of 
water  sam.ples  can  be  carried  out  also  by  the  Laboratory 
or  by  Public  Analysts. 

(c)  Local  Health  Authority  Services. 

Medical  services  provided  under  Part  HI  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Cumberland 
County  Council.  Information  about  the  provision  of  Home 
Nursing,  Home  Helps,  Immunisation  and  other  services  is 
available  at  the  office  of  the  Area  Medical  Officer,  Area 
Health  Office,  Flatt  Walks,  Whitehaven.

A number  of  ante-natal  clinics  are  conducted  by  general 
practitioners  at  their  own  surgeries  in  conjunction  with  the 
district  midwife. 

Attendance  at  the  consultant  and  other  special  clinics  at 
Flatt  Walks  is  by  appointment  only.  Sessions  are  held  as 
follows : child  guidance,  speech  therapy,  hearing  assessment 
and  training,  and  chiropody. 

The  Junior  Training  Centre,  Richmond  Hill,  Hensing- 
ham,  has  75  places  for  sub-normal  children.  Adult  Training 
is  provided  at  the  new  Centre  at  Distington.

SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


A report  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  on  the 
work  of  the  year  has  been  submitted  and  will  be  found  at 
the  end  of  this  report. 


Water  Supplies 

Four  large  mains  laying  schemes  were  carried  out  in 
the  area  during  the  year  at  Winscales  Reservoir,  Lowca, 
Distington  and  High  Leys  Reservoir. 

The  main  laid  at  Winscales  was  the  first  step  taken  in 
serving  the  Gosforth  area  permanently  from  the  source  at 
Wormgill.  This  was  achieved  by  linking  the  Wilton  and 
Winscales  Reservoirs  by  a 6"  main,  then  by-passing  Win- 
scales using  one  of  the  twin  outlets,  thereby  increasing  the 
pressure  at  Gosforth  by  134ft.  using  the  Wilton  Reservoir. 
It  now  also  means  that  the  Scalebeck  Gosforth  supply  only 
supplies  the  few  properties  in  and  around  Julian  Holme. 

The  second  and  third  large  mains  laying  schemes  were 
carried  out  at  Blackett  Holme  Gate,  Lowca.  A 6"  main  was 
laid  to  Lowca  and  also  to  Distington.  It  now  means  that 
the  greater  part  of  Distington  and  the  whole  of  Lowca  is 
supplied  from  the  Ennerdale  Lake  via  the  12"  main  laid 
from  Harras  Moor  in  1965. 

The  fourth  mains  laying  scheme  was  at  Arlecdon  where 
the  water  pressure  in  the  higher  parts  was  low  due  to  the 
relevant  position  of  High  Leys  Reservoir.  A 6"  main  was 
laid  linking  round  the  reservoir  to  Arlecdon  thereby  supply- 
ing the  area  direct  from  Cogra. 

The  installation  of  130  HP  pump  was  carried  out  at 
Summergrove  in  order  to  duplicate  pumping  to  Harras  Moor 
Reservoir  which  now  serves  all  the  properties  in  the  Board’s 
area  north  of  that  point.

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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Northern  Parishes  Drainage  Area: 

During  the  year  the  link  sewers  were  completed  and  the 
works  completed  structurally  and  put  into  operation.  The 
Parton  sewage  to  be  treated  is  pumped  into  the  works  from 
a pumping  station  on  Parton  foreshore.  The  treatment 
comprises  grit  precipitation  channels,  communication, 
primary  sedimentation,  and  bio-aeration  produced  by  sur- 
face aeration  in  activated  sludge  tanks  followed  by 
secondary  sedimentation.  Features  of  interest  are  the 
compact  layout  of  the  wmrks,  excellent  personnel  facilities 
and  the  initial  sewmge  lift  which  is  carried  out  by  a Spaans 
screw  pump  on  the  Archaemidean  principle.  Equipment 
\yas  supplied  by  Ames  Crosta  Mills  & Co.  and  the  design  and 
construction  supervision  was  by  the  Cumberland  County 
Council  Engineering  Department.  The  pumps  and  equip- 
ment at  Parton  foreshore  were  supplied  by  Harland 
Engineering. 

Cleator  and  District  Sewerage  Scheme: 

The  v/orks  construction  was  completed  and  the  flow 
from  the  old  v/orks  at  Cleator  diverted  into  the  new  works, 
the  old  wmrks  being  demolished  and  the  new  sludge  digestion 
tanks  and  drying  beds  constructed  on  the  site.  The  inlet 
system  is  as  at  Parton,  as  is  the  upward  flow  radial  sedi- 
m.entation  tanks.  Secondary  treatment  is  effected  by  per- 
colating bacteria  beds  with  central  drive  electrically 
powered  distributors.  This  equipment  was  supplied  by  W. 
E.  Farrar  & Co.  Pumping  provision  is  made  for  effluent 
recycle,  humus  sludge  return  to  sedimentation  tanks,  and 
sludge  digestion  and  drying  bed  run-off  to  sedimentation 
and  digestion  tank  and  also  to  drying  beds.  These  pumps 
can  also  be  applied  to  the  removal  of  humus  sludge  when 
necessary.  The  cold,  open-topped  digestion  tanks  have 
variable  decanting  shutters  and  there  is  provision  to  dis- 
charge to  and  from  a road  tanker. 
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Pumping  equipment  supplied  by  Pegson  Ltd.,  the  design 
is  by  Messrs.  Rofe  and  Raffety. 

St.  Bees: 

The  original  sewer  from  Pow  Bridge  has  been  replaced 
and  flows  into  the  new  works.  The  sewage  is  pumped  into 
compartmented  Dortmund  Tanks  and  then  into  a tidal 
storage  tank.  Discharge  is  made  during  the  period  of  two 
hours  before  and  after  high  tide,  the  valve  being  operated 
by  a “VenneP'  tidal  clock.  Sludge  is  removed  by  tanker  to 
Cleator.  Pumps  by  Pegson,  design  by  Rofe  & Raffety. 

Southern  Area: 

Renewal  of  defective  valves,  penstocks,  etc.,  at  Gosforth 
and  Calderbridge  was  completed,  and  large  sludge  drying 
beds  provided  at  Calderbridge.  Gosforth  plant  was 
encircled  with  plastic  coated  chainlink  fencing  on  ‘Tylon’’ 
posts  supplied  by  Dorfen  Ltd. 

General : 

The  staffing  of  the  plants  has  been  revised,  incorporat- 
ing the  provision  laid  down  by  the  N.J.C.,  and  three  grades 
of  employee  are  now  established:  Sewage  Works  Operator, 
Plant  Attendant  and  Labourer. 

There  has  been  a demand  for  sewage  sludge  and  this 
will  be  available  to  farmers  in  the  New  Year,  when  the 
Council  will  be  able  to  provide  a tanker  for  transporting  the 
sludge  and  spreading  it  on  farm  land.  It  is  envisaged  that 
this  will  be  in  the  region  of  two  thousand  gallons  per  acre.

Protection  against  tuberculosis  by  B.C.G.  vaccination 
continues  to  be  carried  out  by  the  local  health  authority  for 
school  children  and  by  the  hospital  service  for  contacts.  The 
number  of  children  tested  and  protected  this  year  is  smaller 
than  that  of  last  year  but  last  year's  figures  covered  two  age 
groups.

CLEARANCE  PROGRAMME 

The  existing  five  year  programme  formulated  in  1962 
elapsed  in  July  and  it  was  decided  to  carry  out  a new  survey 
with  a view  to  compiling  a programmie  for  the  next  fifteen 
years.  In  deciding  on  the  fitness,  or  otherwise,  of  a house 
regard  could  only  be  taken  to  the  standard  laid  down  by  the 

Housing  Acts,  which  does  not  include  what  should  be 


regarded  as  the  normal  facilities  of  a bathroom,  hot  water 
on  tap  and  especially  an  internal  water  closet. 

The  programme  was  based  on  the  results  of  a sample 
survey,  not  all  the  houses  included  in  it  were  inspected  fully. 
These  comprehensive  individual  inspections  coupled  with  an 
appraisal  of  the  external  condition  of  all  the  houses  enabled 
us  to  determine  where  the  separate  terraced  blocks  should 
be  placed  in  the  list. 

This  list  was  divided,  for  convenience,  into  three  main 
groups,  each  group  covering  a period  of  five  years,  the  whole 
programme  extending  over  a period  of  fifteen  years  as 
follows : — 

0-5  years 

This  group  includes  property  which  was  obviously  unfit 
according  to  the  standards  laid  down  in  section  4 of  the 
Housing  Act,  1957.  This  in  fact  means  that  the  houses 
were  so  unfit  as  to  be  a danger  to  both  the  physical  and 
mental  health  of  the  people  who  have  to  live  in  them. 

5-10  years 

The  houses  included  in  this  group  were  also  unfit  but 
did  not  at  the  moment  require  such  urgent  attention  as 
those  in  the  first  group. 

10-15  years 

This  group  includes  houses  which  are  more  obsolete 
than  unfit  under  the  present  defined  standard.  These  are 
also  houses  for  which  it  is  impossible,  for  various  reasons, 
to  recom.mend  for  improvement  grants. 

The  list  is  not  inflexible ; it  is  quite  possible  that  houses 
in  one  group  could  in  the  course  of  time  be  included  in  one 
of  the  other  groups.  In  some  cases  also  it  may  be  that  somxe 
blocks  of  property  may  be  improved  privately  without  grant 
assistance,  then  of  course,  they  would  be  removed  from,  the 
list  altogether. 

So  many  of  the  older  houses  in  this  area  are  of  the 
small  terraced  type.  These  terraces  do  vary  of  course,  some 
of  them  have  reasonably  sized  living  and  bedrooms  and  quite 
spacious  private  yard  areas  at  the  rear.  Provided  that 
these  houses  are  structurally  sound  then  they  normally  can 
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be  improved,  either  by  adding  a bathroom  extension  at  the 
rear  or  in  some  cases  by  converting  an  existing  bedroom 
into  a bathroom.  However,  a fair  number  of  terraces  are 
not  suitable  for  improvement  either  because  the  majority 
of  the  houses  in  the  terrace  are  unfit  and  are  not  repairable 
at  reasonable  expense  or  because  it  is  not  physically  possible 
to  improve  the  houses  by  the  provision  of  modern  amenities. 

The  recommendations  contained  in  the  recent  report 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  — 
‘‘Our  Older  Homes  — A Call  for  Action”  — seem  to  indicate 
that  the  standard  of  fitness  required  for  a house  in  the  near 
future  will  be  higher  than  that  existing  at  the  moment. 
Bearing  this  point  in  mind  the  first  group  in  the  list  is  the 
most  important  one  to  consider  at  the  moment.  By  the 
time  we  have  dealt  with  houses  in  this  group  it  is  quite 
possible  that  property  in  the  third  group  will  come  within 
the  legal  definition  of  an  “unfit  house”. 

Some  individual  properties,  which  are  “fit”  or  have 
been  well  maintained,  have  been  included  in  the  programme. 
This  is  essential  if  we  are  to  finish  up  with  useful  areas  of 
cleared  land,  suitable  perhaps  for  redevelopment.  In  any 
case,  small  isolated  areas  of  open  land  in  the  middle  of  small 
blocks  of  inhabited  property  rapidly  became  eyesores  and 
dumping  grounds  for  old  cars  and  miscellaneous  rubbish. 


K.  House  Letting 

335  houses  were  let  in  accordance  with  the  Council’s 
“Points  Scheme”,  233  to  tenants  and  102  to  sub-tenants. 
30  houses  were  allocated  to  applicants  nominated  by  the 
Council.  48  families  residing  in  Council  houses  were  trans- 
ferred into  houses  more  suitable  to  their  needs.  One  house 
was  let  to  an  agricultural  worker.

Of  the  above  premises  13  are  registered  for  the  prepara- 
tion or  manufacture  of  sausage,  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or 
preserved  food,  and  86  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream*.  There  is 
one  registered  manufacturer  of  ice  cream. 

Food  Hygiene: 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  have  been  with  us  for 
some  time  now  and  practically  all  our  food  premises  have 
been  provided  with  the  basic  equipment  and  toilet  facilities. 
There  is,  however,  little  point  in  providing  hygienic  premises 
if  the  persons  handling  and  storing  food  are  ignorant  of  the 
basic  principles  of  hygiene.  On  the  numerous  occasions 
during  routine  inspections  the  main  contravention  found 
was  the  exposure  of  food  to  risk  of  contamination. 

A programme  of  hygiene  education  seemed  necessary 
to  reinforce  the  advice  normally  given  during  routine  in- 
spections. It  was  decided,  therefore,  to  produce  a booklet 
offering  advice  and  instructions  in  a simple  manner  which 
could  be  issued  to  all  the  food  handlers  in  the  district.  Five 
hundred  copies  of  a sixteen  page  booklet  were  printed  at  a 
cost  of  £30,  and  all  the  food  premises  were  visited  and  pro- 
vided with  at  least  one  copy.  The  booklet  deals  with  basic 
hygiene  principles  and  is  divided  into  three  parts:  1,  the 
nature,  distribution  and  growth  of  food  poisoning 
organisms ; 2,  how  the  food  handler  can  help  to  prevent  food 
poisoning;  3,  food  products  requiring  special  attention  (this 
part  includes  a section  on  the  serving  of  beer  and  spirits). 

It  is  difficult  to  assess  the  value  of  the  exercise  at  this 
stage  but  judging  by  the  apparent  interest  shown  by  the 
trade  so  far,  I think  I can  say  that  the  £30  has  been  well 
spent.  Next  year  as  a ‘‘follow  up’’  to  the  written  word,  it 
is  intended  to  carry  out  simple  bacteriological  tests  using 
“agaroid”  sausages.  Theoretically  this  technique  seems  to 
be  an  ideal  method  of  demonstrating  to  the  food  handler  the 
existence  of  bacteria  on  food  and  equipment.  No  doubt  we 
will  find  out  next  year  if  this  promise  will  be  substantiated 
in  practice. 

Condemned  open  food  is  dealt  with  by  incineration,  tinned 
goods  are  either  opened  and  burnt  or  buried  intact.  The 
following  table  shows  the  amount  of  food  condemned  as

Market  Stalls  and  Mobile  Shops: 

The  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (Market  Stalls  and 
Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  1966,  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  January  this  year  and  for  the  most  part  provide 
a useful  addition  to  food  legislation.  Although  in  some 
cases  it  seems  reasonable  to  over-rule  certain  regulations 
with  the  ‘‘Common  Sense  Act”.  For  instance,  the  provision 
of  a hand  basin  and  water  supply  by  the  farmers  selling 
only  turnips  and  potatoes  from  a trailer  behind  a tractor, 
seems  somewhat  ludicrous.  However,  sterling  attempts, 
mostly  successful,  have  been  made  to  hunt  down  mobile 
traders,  not  an  easy  task,  and  persuade  them  to  comply  with 
the  Regulations. 

Yet  again,  however,  the  Public  Health  Inspector  must 
make  an  appeal  to  the  “powers  that  be”  for  registration  or 
licensing  of  food  businesses  to  be  made  compulsory  by  law. 
I suppose  it  is  typical  of  this  country  that  premises  that  are 
catering  for  the  health  and  welfare  of  animals  are  subject 
to  licensing  control  and  yet  food  premises  which  may  sub- 
stantially effect  the  health  of  the  human  population,  can  be 
started  at  any  time  without  any  need  to  notify  the  health 
authorities.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal: 

Three  refuse  tips  are  within  the  area;  these  are  situated 
at  Bigrigg,  Cleator  Moor  and  Distington. 

Private  contractors  employed  on  the  collection  of  refuse 
and  privy  contents  have  continued  to  deal  with  61  outlying 
properties  distributed  in  the  following  parishes: 

Arlecdon  and  Frizington,  45 ; Moresby,  10,  and  Enner- 
dale  6. 


Public  Swimming  Baths: 

There  is  only  one  public  swimming  bath  in  the  area  and 
this  is  primarily  used  by  the  pupils  of  Wyndham  School, 
Egremont.  The  bath  was  built  at  the  same  time  as  the 
school  and  has  now  been  in  use  for  three  years.  Bell  Rapid 
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Pressure  Filters  are  used  with  a turnover  of  four  hours  and 
break  point  chlorination  is  achieved  by  using  chlorine  gas. 
The  pH  and  residual  chlorine  levels  in  the  water  are  checked 
three  times  daily  by  the  manager  or  a member  of  his  staff 
and  these  levels  are  also  tested  by  the  district  Public  Health 
Inspector  using  a Lovibond  Comparator  Kit  which  was 
obtained  by  the  department  this  year.  Bacteriological 
samples  of  the  water  are  also  taken  at  regular  intervals. 

The  only  complaint  received  during  the  year  from 
some  members  of  the  public  and  the  school  children  was 
that  the  baths  water  caused  excessive  eye  irritation.  Over- 
dosing with  clorine  was  blamed  for  this  but  on  investigation, 
it  was  found  that  the  apparatus  for  dosing  the  water  with 
soda  ash  was  broken,  thus  there  was  no  accurate  control 
of  the  amount  of  soda  being  added.  High  pH  readings 
virtually  confirmed  that  there  was  too  much  soda  in  the 
water.  The  baths  manager  was  given  suitable  advice  and 
remedial  action  was  taken.
